Full Text of 
Proposed Law. 
The general features of Senator Collins’ 
measure as thus far drafted read: 
An act fixing tho number of directors {n pgblic 
1 boards in cities having 300,000 inhabitants 
and over, providing for the ‘election and for dis-

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
Stete of Missourl as follows: 

Seetion 1. In all cities which now have, or 

which may hereafter attain, a population of 300,- 
OOO inhabitants or over, the number of school dl- 
rectors or trustees, or number of members of any 
board having charge of public schools or public 
school property in such cities, under and by virtue 
of any special charter or general law, shall be 
composed of 14 menxbers, to be elected on general 
ticket by the qualified voters of such city.

“My ‘early career?’ Do you want to hear 
about that? Well—if you like. But briefly. 
I came of a theatrical family, and was born 
at Brighton, England, in January, 1845. At 
the age of 4 I appeared for the first time, 
and I’ve been at it pretty steadily ever 
since. When I was still a mite of a boy 
I went to Australia, with the rest of the 
family, and there, as I grew up, I learned 
the ins and outs of low comedy and panto- 
mime. In the late ‘sixties’ I safled for 
America, landed at San Francisco, and 
made my American debut there. Shortly 
afterward, in the year 1870, I became a 
miember of Lydia Thompson's burlesque 
troupe. A capital company it was, and 
the style of work was quite in my best line. 
I played across the continent with the or- 
ganization, and in June, 1870, made my first 
appearance in New York, at Niblo’s Garden, 
as Cupid, in the burlesque, ‘Ixion.’ In 
those days dancing was my chief fortte, 
and I thing I may say that I danced my 
way into some favor with New York au- 
diences. 

‘Immediately after the engagement at 
Niblo’s the Lydia Thompson troupe, tnclud- 
ing myself, sailed for England. I played 
with the company in London and itn the 
provinces and in August, 1877, accompanied 
Miss Thompson on her sixth visit to this 
country. At the close of that tour I decided 


several other members of the Thompson 
organization, I was engaged by Samuel Col- 
ville for his burlesque company. 

“In the season of 1879-80 I became prin- 
cipal comedian of ‘Rice's Surprise Party.’ 
That engagemént put me far enough for- 
‘ward to venture into management. Edouin 
and Sanger’s Sparks company was organ- 
ized and we made no little success in 
‘Dreams, or Fun tn a Photograph Gallery.’ 
Later on I got the late Charles H. Hoyt's 
‘A Bunch of Keys,’ and in it made my 
greatest success. I took the comedy to 
England 16 years ago, played it there fora 
long time and have since been playing all 
sorts of comedy roles, in all sorts of com- 
edies, in all parts of England. 


“My main idea in coming to America this 
time was to introduce my daughter, May 
Edouin, to the New York public. Her ca- 
reer is of far more interest to me now than 
my own. She is very like my dear wife, 
Alice Atherton, whose death is deeply 


‘‘Resides my daughter I have fetched over 


to America a number of plays, that, I hope, 
may be seen here sooner or later. One is a 
musical comedy, bearing as a provisional 
title, ‘The Flying Machine.’ The book is 
by Barton White, and the score by Gaston 
Serpette.

THE YEAR 1900: 


Is it not reasonable to suppose that Gus 
Ruhlin has a good chance to beat Jim Jef- 
fries in their coming battle at Cincinnati? 

Some smart people say not. They say that 
if Ruhlin’s showing against Peter Maher 
can be taken as a criterion he will have 
littie or no chance when he faces the big 
boilermaker. He had the best of Maher, but 
the Irishman is regarded as a has-been and 
the friends of the champion claim that 
Ruhlin should be able to knock him out in 
a jiffy if he is of the stuff that champions 
are made of. . : 

They have it that the Akron Giant was 
slow on his feet on this occasion and that 
he did not deliver any of those fast, ef- 
fective blows that he used when he fought 
Bharkey. 

All of this may be true, but it is possible 

that Ruhlin was not. himself when he met 
Maher in Philadelphia. [t cannot be that 
he has gone back. He is a young man,, who 
should grow stronger and cleverer_ with 
each fight. He should be getting faster 
since he cast off his awkwardness. 
‘On figuring Ruhlin for the coming fight, 
his battle with Maher should be thrown out, 
as the form players would a bad race run 
by a good horse. He was certainly not him- 
self or he would have made a better fight. 
The purse was not much and as it was 
only a six-round go, he no doubt was 
careless about his training. 


Ruhiin is cleverer, shiftier and more ag- 
gressive than Jeffries. Jeffries has the ad- 
vantage in weight, strength and has more 
patience than Gus. He is about the only 
champion -that ever made his . opponent 
come to: him. He lays a clever trap ‘for 
@ fighter who will go to him. He will wait 
twenty rounds if necessary for an opening. 

Jeffries is the sort of a fighter who would 
As soon win in the last round as the first. 
He can lay back and be content to wait 
for his man all during a twenty-five round 
bout. Hie is an iceberg in the ring. He 
will not betome rattled if he gets a jolt 
on the jaw. It will only cause him to stay 
further back and be more careful. 

it is mighty hard to reach Jeffries if he 


wishes to wait behind his very awkward 
guard. The question is: “Will Ruhlin be 
uble to feint the champion out of his de- 


fensive position?’ If he can do so he will 
have a good chance. 

Ruhlin is nut a hard hitter for a man of 
his size. but if the opening presents itself 
he can hit plenty hard and quick enough to 
krock out his man. 

Jeffries hits a far more powerful blow be- 
cause he sets himself to deliver it. It does 
not come fast, but when he lets go he usual- 
ly finds his man unprepared, for he waits 
a long time’ for the opening. 

Ruhlin can feint abou. as cleverly as any 
ef the fighters with the exception of Cor- 
bett or McCow If he once gets Jeffries to 
bite at the feint he will get the big fellow 
tied up in a knot and then deliver the punch 
that will wet the money. 

But if Jeffries fights as he always does 
ree and his clever feinting will be abso- 
ulely worthless. 


Terry McGovern one of Ruhlin’s 
strongest supporters. He says that the 
Ohioan is too fast for the champion. Terry 
thinks that any of the big fast fellows can 
lick the boilermaker. He says the champion 
fs too sluw to catch cold and that he was 
pucky in all of his fights. Terry’s opinion, 

owever, should be taken with a grain-of 
ralt. He Is so certain of victory for Ruhlin 
that one is led to believe that some 1!!! feel- 
ing must exist between the two champions.

Figures show that the year 1900 was the 
best in the history of St. Louis from a finan- 
cial standpoint. The large increase ip yank 
clearings over all previous years in the 
city’s history is paralleled by the great ad- 
vances made in all ines of business, the 
livestock and transportation interests hav- 
ing made gains which are considered espe- 
pecially notable. 

The bank clearings for December, 
$163,886,698, and for the entire year, $1,685,- 
849,494, were, in each case, the largest in 
the history of the city. Those for the year 
weré more than $50,000,000 in excess of the 
clearing for 1899, which were the next larg- 
est. 

The clearings for yesterday, Jan. 2, were 
$10.5 ..544, which were the greatest ever had 
here. Today's clearings, $9,665,346, were ex- 
ceeded only three time—by yesterday's and 
by those of two days in 1599. In the 1899 
case the excess was only slight. In one 
of the instances in 1899 it was due in part 
to the transfer of the city’s deposits from 
one set of banks to another, and in the other 
case it was caused by a street railway deal. 

Receipts at the St. Louis National Stock- 
yards (located in East St. Louis) for 1900 
were 698.370 cattle, 1,791,986 hogs, 416,146 
sheep. The receipts of cattle were ex- 
ceeded three times—in 1895, 1896 and 189/=- 
but only slightly each tinte. The receipts 
of hogs in 1900 were a little below those 
of 1899 and those of sheep were somewhat 
under the receipts in 1896 and 1897. The re- 
ceipts of horses and mules in 1900, 144,921, 
at the National Stockyards, broke all rec-

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Twelve Days of Unceasing Effort by Court 


Officers and Detectives Have Failed 
to Furnish a Tangible Clew to 
the Identity of the Man 
Who Fired the 
Fatal Shot.

SAVANNAH, Mo., Jan. 6.—Who killed 
Frank W. Richardson? 

Thé same question which was asked last 
Saturday, and which has been asked eyer 
since the fatal tragedy of Christmas Eve, 
is asked today. 

Though twelve days have elapsed since 
the mysterious murder of this prominent 
citizen and leading merchant in his own 
home, with no other person known to be 
present save his wife, all the efforts of 
the authorities to clear up the murder by 
discovering the identity of the murderer 
have been fruitless. So the all-absorbing 
question in Savannah, and in fact all over 
northwest Missouri, Is: 

“Who killed Frank W. Richardson? 

There are rutfors and rumors, but ap- 
parently nothing tangible upon which to 
base an explanation of the tragedy. But 
out of all the swirl and tangle of theory, 
rumor, investigation and disclosure, looms 
up the important fact that as yet the lips 
of the one person who witnessed the kill- 
ing, or at any rate who was within a few 
feet of the victim at the time he was shot 
dead, are sealed, so far as the public is 
concerned. 

Mrs. Addie Lawrence Richardson, widow 
of the murdered man, has not told her 
story under oath. She has been the 
speechiess sphinx of the Richardson 
tragedy, the voiceless witness whose legal 
testimony has not been given.

J. W. Caldwell, A. M., Ph. D., Is Now an Apprentice in a Machine Shop That 
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A NECHANIC 
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TO CARRY OUT HIS 
THEORIES OF LIFE. 


He May Develop His Muscular as Well as His Mental Abilities.

ANY years a minister or th: 
then a college professor, then ‘a lec- 
turer on literature and science, and 

now an apprentice in a machine shop—such 
is a brief outline of the career of James 
William Caldwell, A. M., Ph. D., of St. 
Louis. 

Two months ago Dr. Caldwell entered the 
machine shop of the N. O. Nelson Manu- 
facturing Co., at Eighth and St, Charles 
streets, and daily he works with the sturdy 
men of muscle who hammer and weld and 
fashion hard metals into things of use. He 
declares his intention to become a journey- 
man machinist, that 


should perform useful manual labor, 
reasons which he explains below. 

Dr. Caldwell is perhaps more widely 
known among those who frequent Reform 
Hall on North Twelfth street than any oth- 
er man identified with reform movements 
in St. Louis. He is prominent in many so- 
clological movements, chief among which 
is the Social Settlement at the corner of 
Ninth and Wash streets, where he spends 
every evening of the week, Sunday in- 
cluded, from 7 to 10 o'clock, instructing the 
boys and girls of the city’s most crowded 
district. 

After being graduated with honors from 
college, Dr. Caldwell became a clergyman 
of the Christian ‘denomination. For 10 years 
he occupied the pulpit in churches of this 
sect, holding several pastorates. In 1893 he 
left the Christian Church and for four 
years was associated with Rev. R. C. Cave, 
pastor of the Non-Sectarian Church in 8t. 
Louls, himself a former Christian minister, 
who quit that denomination because his 
Views were at variance with the church 
doctrines. 

For the past three years Dr. Caldwell has 
been lecturing on various subjects. Within 
@ month he has delivered lectures before 
two bodies of orthodox clergymen,’a Social 
Democratic Club, an anarchist society, a 
Woman's club and the Reform League. His 
range of subjects runs from Socrates to 
Debs, from Shakspeare to Walt Whitman, 
from the prehistoric mastodon to the latest 
discovery in Phenician hieroglyphics. 

Two months ago Dr. Caldwell took a new 
tack. He became convinced that too much 
study, a surplus of culture, as it were, de- 
veloped the mental side of man at the ex- 
pense of the physical side. According to his 
theory, every man should do some manual! 
Jabor. It was good exercise, it invigorated, 
it stimulated, it aided the digestion, stom- 
achic and spiritual, and it brought one to a 
ageg understanding of struggling human- 

y. 

He who would preach and teach should 
work and not shirk. So the college grad- 
uate and professor, the former clergyman, 
the philosophic, sociologic @nd Iterary lee- 
turer, the instructor of boys and girls in 
the congested jungle of city life, entered 
the machine shop and became a machinist's 
“pprentice. He carries his dinner pail and 
eats his lunch with the men at the noon 
hour, gathered about the work benches. He 
works two hours less a day than the other 
men, because of his three hours of intel- 
Jectual labor at the Social Settlersént each 
night. His day's work in the machine shop 
ta of eight hours. 

Pour weeks ago Dr. Caldwell, in talking 
with his fellow-workmen, conceived the idea 
of organizing the Béucation Club, of which 
he was chosen chaigman. One nfan had re- 
marked that he felt himself deficient tn 
mathematics; another thought that he

OU want to know why I have gone

Y Because it is my duty to do So. 


After leading an, intellectual life for 20 
years, I became convinced that my devel- 
opment was onesided, and that I was not 
bearing my share of the world’s burden of 
work. Work is not necessarily a burden, but 
overwork and uncongenia! work is. 

Soon after entering the machineyshop a 
chance remark of a boy lead me to think of 
education in the workshop. After some con- 
ference about the matter, a public noonday 
meeting was called and the Education Club 
was organized. The oflicers are: J. W. 
Caldwell, president; N. O. Nelson, M. A. 
Reid, William Schuermeyer, Charles Rem- 
ington, honorary vice-presidents; A. Hard- 
uper, secretary. 

The object is general culture. The meet- 
ings are held every Thursday at 12:20. 

A course of lectures is being given. J. 
Eads How gave the first, on ‘‘Sociology.”’ 
Next, N. O. Nelson lectured on ‘Beauties 
of Nature in Colorado.’ IF. M. Crunden is 
now lecturing on “Culture Without Col- 
lege."’ These talks, as we prefer to call 
them, are clear and level-headed. The club 
avolds political and religious subjects. 
There is in contemplation a library, a se- 
ries of lessons and musicals. 

Individually, I find work of great advan- 
tage, and I find in the Education Club an 
opportunity for much good. The results, 
so far, are gratifying. 

Most men make money-getting the serious 
vocation of life. “Of every theory we ask, 
‘Will it bake bread?’ ”’ 

We boast of being practical. In our estl- 
rates of success, the most important item 
is the balance sheet. 

Making money is not necessarily wrong, 
but making money for its own sake or oth- 
er selfish ends is immoral. 

Each man, by honest work, can contrib- 
ute much to the well-being of society, 
and ought to receive an equivalent in re- 
turn. This would prevent the extremes of 
wealth and poverty. 

Our education is defective, in not prevent- 
ing extremes of individualism. The wisest 
are but poorly educated; all are the 
tims of onesided training. The so-called ed- 
ucated are generally special pleaders; the 
£0-called uneducated are the victims of su- 
perstition or indifference. 

The rich and the poor suffer from an 
odious system of business. It ts a Telic of 
barbarism—an anomaly in this age of sci- 
ence. 

We need a system of training that will 
result in spherical culture. 

Plain or homely toil should be recognized 
as supreme in developing the human race 

Nod amount of cramming and intellectual 
ha@@-splitting can be subetitutéd for plain 
work and horse sense, without injury. 

No amount of literary or professional or 
technical education should keep a man from 
his share of homely toll. 7 

The people of St. Louis ought to keep the 
Streets clean. Every individual from 15 (lo 
4 years of age should do so many hours 
work as street cleaners each week. 

We have no moral right to hire another 
to do work which we consider too lowly to 
do ourselves. All helpful work is honorable. 
Tho street cleaner is more useful and hon- 
orable than the or the average 
professional man. 

No real man should dare to take a cent 
which he has not earned. In estimating the 
value of his services, each one should not 
count his self-esteem among the assets. 

We have drifted apart, temporarily, by 
specialization. Classes are corabined to 
fight for class Interests, but the class-con- 
scious man is essentially narrow and must 
soon learn that mankind is an orgwaiic unit

|tached to the ends of the electric wires, 
the sponges being handled by means of dry 
pine sticks. The current used was of the 
highest electro-motive force obtainable, and 
it is considered sufficient to cause the death 
of any animal or the strongest man. 

The physicians located the spot over the 
(medulla oblongata, the part of the brain 
controlling the pneumagastric and sympa- 
thetic nerves. In 60 seconds after the cur- 
rent had been turned on the heart action 
had ceased and the physicians said the an- 
imal was certainly dead. There had been

WoO cents an acre for the richest gold 
fields in the world. That is the price 
paid by the United States for Alaska. 

It was considered dear at the time—June 
20, 1867. Uncle Sam even cavilled over {t— 
like Hotepur over the ninth part of a hair. 

Two cents an acre was a good deal; eapecti- 
ally as the owner—Russia—had originally 
acquired title to the property for a string 
of beads. 

In buying Alaska the United States con- 
sidered that it- was literally purchasing a 
white elephant—white in its eternal gla- 
ciers; elephantine tn its proportions. 

Alaska has « coast line more than the cir- 
ecurmference of the globe; it was 7860 miles 
greater than the eaetern seaboard of the 
United States. Alaska was more than 200 
miles long; its breadth exceeded 1400 miles; 
ite area Was 514,700 square miles. 

When the European powers § considered 
that their God-given mission was to loot the 
world and take unto themselves all the land 
thereof, Russia commissioned Vitus Bering, 
@ Danish navigator, to cross the narrow 
strip of water which today bears his name 
and seize for Russia all the land he dis-

Though Bering got the credit, it was 
Chirikof who first discovered land east of 
Kamechatka. 

But even Chirikof's title tb first discovery 
is disputed. Gvozdef, sailing through Ber- 
ing Straits, claims to have seen the land 
opposite Kamschatka earlier than he. 

Spain set up claims to discovery of the 
Alaskan mainiand territory in 1:74, but a 
Rusvian bayonet was found ata point along 
the coast, and it Is probable that this ar- 
ticle belonged to one of Chirikof's unhappy 
expeditions. 

The Spanish, English, French, Americans 
and Dutch made voyages to Russian-Amer- 
ica from 1774 onward. They were in quest 
of furs, then Alaska's richest product. 

For Alaska the United States, during 
Buchanan's administration, offered Russia 
$6,000,000. Russia later asked $7,200,000. Rus- 
sia was busy with Kuropean wars. Alaska 
was too far oway. 

The United States accepted the Russian 
terms. On June 20, 1867, Alaska was pro- 
claimed United States territory. On Oct. 
18 the Rugsian flag was hauled down and 
the stars and etripes were raised. 

The name Alaska was given the country 
by Charies Sumner. The aboriginal word 
was “Al-ak-shak,”’ signifying a great coun- 
try. 

But Alaska, with its great area, its wealth 
of furs, its snow-clad pinnacles, its fine 
waterways, its eplendid climate, would 
have excited little interest save for one 
fact: 

The discovery of. gold. 

Reports of gold in Alaska date back toa 
very early period. When Baranof — who 
founded Sitka in 1798—managed the Russian- 
American Trading Co. a Russian found 
quartz in the mountains back of Sitka. He 
showed his find to Baranof, who forbade 
him to do further prospecting. Baranof 
failed to report or make use of the dis- 
covery. The Russian did not wish his pop- 
ulation to be augmented. More people in 
Alaska would have meant a diminution of 
the profit in furs. 

Thjs is the first reference made to Alas- 
kan gold, and the report gave rise to the 
famous fiction that a mountain of gold 
was hidden away in the ice-clad region. 
The fact that Baranof concealed his infor- 


mation gave even greater plausibility to the 
fable.

Thirty thousand miners invaded the 
scenes of the discoveries, which were along 
the Frager and Thompson rivers.

Systematic prospecting, however, was not 
begun until 1872, when George Holt began 
the work, which was followed up by Prof. 
Dawson in 1875. Holt crossed the Chilkoot 
Pass. descended the Lewes river to Lake 
Marsh, and returned via Teslin, Dease 
lake and the Stikine river. 

Holt was the first prospector who re- 
ported gold in large quantities on the Yu- 
kon, 

After Holt, tn 1873, Harper and Fred 
Hart, agents for the Alaska Commercial 
Co., prospected Stewart and White rivers, 
finding fine gold on the latter stream. 

They discovered nothing on the Stewart 
because they did not asvend sufficiently 
high. It was on this river that the great 
rush occurred twelve years later, 1885. 

In 1880 a second find of gold was made 
near Juneau.

Some of these prospectors went down as 
far as Fort Yukon; others went up the 
Pelly river for 200 miles. 
prospectors in 1882, under Ldward 
and Eft Schiefflin ascended the Yukon from 
St. Michael in the steamer New Racket, 
thus opening the prospecting work in an- 
other direction, namely, along the west and 
up the great Yukon, one of the largest riv- 
ers in the world, comparing favorably with 
the Mississippi. 

The Schiefflin party discovered gold suf- 
ficient to pay them $19 per day per man. 

Edward Schiefflin made over half a mil- 
lion out of A’‘aska, though he subsequently 
lost all in tndiscreet mining ventures. He 
died in Canyonville, Ore., May 16, 1897. 

The Schieffiin party made their first find 
miles above the mouth of the Yukon; 
also prospecting creeks 80 miles above the 
trading post of Tuklukayet. 


Some 
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Parties now regularly crossed the passes, 
lured on by fabulous reports of gold. Some 
miners brought into Juneau in the fall of 
1883 $1000 in gold dust. They said they ob- 
tained it from the Yukon. 

The gold fever had now seized every one 
within the wide range of the gold rumor, 
whose breath seemed to blow the news 
throughout the habitable world. 

The Cassir gold regions were abandoned. 
Over the Chilkoot Pass 30 men rushed in 
the following spring after the find of 1885. 
The total amount of gold taken out of the 
Yukon country for the year 188 was $75,- 
RSS RS, 

Forty-Mile creek, on the American side, 
near the present city Dawson, yielded 
gold to a prospector named Franklin in 1556. 
His find caused a stamepde from other dis- 
tricts where miners were not fulfilling theic 
empectations. 

Franklin Guich prodced excellent pay 
dirt, and has the distinction of turning out 
some of the largest nuggets found in the 
Yukon—one for $500, the other for $239. The

Circle City, on the Yukon, proved a rich, 
gold-bearing district. Stampedes were made 
to this point in 1893 after the discovery of 
gold by two Russian halfbreeds named Pit- 
ka and Sorresco. In 184 Forty-Mile district 
produced $400,000. Prospecting went on in 
and about the neighborhood of Circle City 
until 1896, when reports from isolated pros- 
pectors on the Klondike river began to come 
in. This river—the name of which meant 
“river of fish’—was a favorite fishing 
ground for Indians, and at its mouth in 1806 
was an Indian village of 100 population. 

The stampede to Klondike the winter of 
1896-97 left Forty Mile and Circle City de- 
serted, and the new town of Dawson came 
into existence. The camp was founded by 
Joseph Ladue, a resident of Clinton Cout- 
ty, New York. 

Many gold-bearing creeks flow into the 
Klondike. The first discovery was made 
on Bonanza Creek, $1000 being taken 
in August and September of 1895. 

The output for the Klondike for 1897-98 1s 
estimated by the United States department 
of labor at $12,000,000, though other exper's

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While the region recently lost many inhabt- 
tants through the stampedes to Nome, there 
is a stable population of about 35,000 in the 
Klondike. 

The expenses, dangers and difficulties of 
reaching the Klondike are over, The Yukon 
& White Pass Rallroad, completed last 
summer from Skagway to White Horse, 112 
miles in length, has solved the problem of 
the passes. Irom “White Horse to Daw- 
s0n the journey is made in four days and 
costs $70, including berths and meals. 

In the Klondike district there are about 
400 women. Some have been very success- 
ful—keeping roudhouses and small hotels. 

The government is good and the percent- 
age of crimes is small. Dawson boasts an 
excellent volunteer fire department, good 
hospitals, several churches and excellent 
schools. 

Provisions through the Klondike have 
been recently greatly reduced in price, an 
addition of not more than 6 per cent on 
brices in San Francisco and New York being 
asked, exclusive of transportation. Wages 
of miners and others have come down also. 
Miners get 70 cents per hour without board, 
or % per day with board; mechanical labor, 
$1.50 per hour; meals, from $1 to $1.60 each. 
Good board may be obtained in Dawson 
and the surrounding country for $20 to $25 
per week. The price of coal at the mines is 
$20 per ton; wood, from $15 to $20 per cord. 

The discovery of sold at Nome Is too 
recent to need rehearsing. Scarcely a day 
passes without some account of life at the 
new gold fields being described and pho- 
tographically illustrated. 

Nome promises, according to recent g0v- 
ernment reports, to be the greatest gold 
field ever discovered. ‘ 


In September, 1898, N. Oo. Hultberg, H. L. 
Blake, John Brynteson and J. L. Haggalin 
were sailing in a five-ton schooner near 
Cape Nothe when a storm drove their craft 
into the mouth of Snake river. Having 
nothing to do but await the abatement of 
the storm they went ashore and began pros- 
pecting. 

They found gold and staked out Anvil, 
Dexter, Glacier Creek and Snow Gulch, re- 
turning then to Golovin Bay and forming 
a company for working the Nome district. 

On their return from Golovin Bay they 
began panning, waging out of the sands 
from $2) to $100 per day per man. ‘The 
party took out $1300 In three days. They 
founded Anvil City, which they so named 
owing to the strange formation of a hue 
nearby rock; but the name was subsequcnt- 
ly changed to Nome by the postal author!- 
ties. 

And Nome is the wonder city of the past 
year. 

It is far toward Siberia, far toward the 
Pole. But the gold Is there, and the gold- 
seekers have made it a civilized Amert- 
can town.

OLD at Cape Nome? Enough for all 
and to spare! The country has «@ 
great future before it. Meanwhile it 

is only the tenth man at Nome who meets 
with conspicuous suceess, Of the rest few 
make more than a living, and some are re- 
duced to want. The majority fall, 4s they 
would anywhere, for lack of expertence, 
physical fitness and, of course, capital. 
One must see the work to appreciate Its dif- 
ficulties. 

The big strikes one reads about are rare 
The mining enthusiast imagines that he has 
merely to reach Nome in order to pick up @ 
furtune at his feet. A rude awakening fol- 
lows. I know of one man who shot himself 
an hour after.reaching the beach, when he 
realized the situation. 

Thousands of men have spent their last 
dollar to reach Nome, only to find theme 
selves on the beach with their machinery 
miles from any unclaimed territory and 
without the means or the knowledege to 
commence work. 

The beach itself payed well at fret A 
man of my regiment came to me one day 
and offered to sell me a claim for $0. I de- 
clined to buy at any price. Within a month 
this miner took out $75,000 and then sold his 
claim for $150,000, 

One of the greatest difficulties for the 
average prospectér. is transporting. The 
rates are high. At the beginning of the sea- 
son steam launches cost 00 a day. 

The only thing left for the miner to de 
is to go to work as a laborer. The wages 
of a lhibeorer when I left Nome were % a day 

It e- 
downright hard work however, and few are 
strong or experienced enough to wield @

There la plenty of thie sort of work. The 
stories of suffering are greatly exaggerat- 
ed.

Reindeer are supposed to have come orig- 
inally from the polar regions.

ROM far Pekin a soldier from St. Louis 
has written his mother a letter which 
bog gerd reveals more of the 
true sifuation in the ancient Chinese capi- 
tal, just after its occupation by the allied 
Christian troops, than all the censored sen- 
tences of war correspondents. 

The soldier is Louls Gyssels, Sixth United 
States Cavalry, Troop lI. His mother is Mrs. 
Catherine Riboult, 627 Gratiot street. His 
letter is dated Pekin, China, Sept. 30, 1900, 
and some interesting extracts—particularly 
the closing paragraphs—are here appended: 


By TROOPER LOUIS GYSSELS 


TAKE pleasure in writing to you after 

| going half way around the world, and 

hope that these few lines will find you 

well. They leave me in the best of health, 

Just after eating a hearty meal of roast 
beef, sweet potatoes and corn. 

We got off the transport Grant Aug. 1 into 

a small boat that took us to Tongku, where 


we landed and stayed the rest of the day 


and night. The next day we pulled out for 


Tien Tsin and stayed there until the 6th. 
We left tor Pekin, a 100-mile march, and 
reached here the l4th of August.

This country is quite interesting to a sol- 
dier. The strong walls 4nd mud houses are 
something strange to look at, and the peo- 
ple, the way they live.

into the mountains, where they can’t be 
found. They run as‘soon as they see us. 
There is no fight in them. 

I was orderly for Gen. Chaffee the other 
day and was sent up.to the secret city witn 
a message. I had a chance to take a good 
look at things, and it was very interesting. 
I had to go through half a dozen big gates 
I thought.1 would never 
get through. Thése walls are grand. ‘he 
whole troop 6f us rode gross the top of 
one the other day four abreast; there was 
room for eight abreast. 

The other soldiers here think the world of 
the Americans. The little Japs are espec- 
lally fond of us. They will give an Ameri- 
can soldier the last thing they have, but 
they have no use for the Russians. On the 
march up the Japs wanted the Americans 
close by them.’ When an American soidier 
had no water they would give him their last 
drop. The English soldiers are a very fine 
body of men, and the French also afe fine 
fellows. 

That Frenchman you know who was with 
me went down to the French legation with 
me when we were in Tien Tsin, and we had 
a good time. Tell Pere Riboult that I met 
some of his countrymen from Normandy 
and they were tickled to learn that my 
father was from that country. They all 
seem to think a good deal of the Americans, 
because we were on hand when we were 
needed. 

We have a very fine camp here. We are 
inside the Agricultural Garden and it is a 
beautiful place. We have coolies to do our 
work, such as carrying water and other 
chores.

The men used as. sleeping quarters a 
large bamboo shack, which ts situated in a 
clear space, almost completely surrounded 
by dense woods and underbrush, a dis- 
tance of about 200 yards on either side. : 

About 6 o'clock in the merning; as the 
guard was building a fire, he was startied 
by bloodthirsty and unearthly yells issuing 
from the throats of 560 black devils, who 
were making a charge from the woods in 
every direction. Their battle cry was, “Get 
the heads of the white devils.” 

The soldier succeeded in reaching thé 
shack; in a moment all the boys were 
aroused and were engaged in pouring volicy 
after volley into the murderous hoard, who, 
by this time, were about half way across 
the clearing. . 

The unerring marksmanship of our men 
had the desired effect. The enemy were 
obliged to come to a halt in their charge 
and seek shelter behind roeks, stumps, 
clumps of bushes and anything obtainable. 
Sometimes one of the enemy, With over- 
confidence, would succeed in getting within 
50 feet of our quarters before being sent to 
the happy hunting grounds. 

About 10 o'clock, after four hours of con- 
stant firing on both sides, Mr. Filipino com- 
menced to tire of his job and try to get 
away, but he soon found that he had run 
into a trap of his own make; in order to get 
back to the woods he was obliged to expose 
his person, this being extremely hazardous. 

After the firing had subsided to some ¢ex- 
tent our boys made a charge, emitting one 
of those American yells, which are noted 
for inspiring the fear of God in the Filipino 
breast, and they were mowed down like soe 
many sheep. 

After our men had pulled themselves to- 
gether and obtained some breakfast an in- 
ventory was taken. Sergt. Shroeder, who 
was in charge of the detachment, was 
found to be wounded in the hip; he is in the 
hospital at this point recovering rapidly. 
This sergeant was also severely wounded 
at the time we made the memorable charge 
up San Juan Hill in Cuba, 

To our sorrow, one of our comrades, 
named Cummings, a private of Company 
lL, was shot through the neck, He died in 
a few moments. His last words were: “Teli 
my mother I died fighting.” 

Forty-three of the enemy were buried in 
one hole, These’ were gathered up close tv 
the quarters. But we will never know just 
how many were actually killed and 
wounded as the Filipino is very quick to 
secrete his killed and wounded after a bat- 
tle. 

The native residents informed our men 
when they came in the following day that 
a short time after the engagement every 
road leading from the town was strewa 
with the dead and wounded. 

Nevertheless, we are satisfied; we are sure 
of 43 amigos, anyway, and I rather think 
that they will not be anxious for any more 
target practice with the Sixteenth Infantry 
for some time. 

As we have found out since, this was @ 
consolidation of the principle ladrone 
bands of this (Isabella) province, under the 
leadership of a famous chief ef ladrones, 
named Andrus tallard, for the head of 
whom the Spanish government at ane time 
offered a large reward. 

The attack was well planned and showed 
iderable generalship; had they followed 
thelr well-known tactics of crawling 
through the grass, In imitation of a snake, 
our guard might have been overpowered be- 
fore giving alarm.

COME FUEL 


They Will Save the Housewife Much Work 
in Cleaning and Will Aid Much in Solving 


the Fuel 


OST women who have “kept house” 
M abroad have made the acquaintance 
of the convenient coal-dust brick, a 
form of fuel widely used in England, j\Vales, 
Germany, France and other portions of the 
continent. It will be good news to many of 
these housekeepers who |iked the little “‘br'- 
duettes” as being clean, cheap and easily 
hanhdied that they are now being introduced 
into the United States. Their introduction 
in St. Louis is being anticipated with pleas- 
ure by economical! housekeeper They wlll 
be especially acceptable if the managers of 
the hard-coal combinations, In their desire 
to maintain high prices, as shown by the 
Perineylvania Coal purchase, shall put up 
current figures for domestic sizes still fur- 
ther. The disposal of smail sizes and the 
mine waste have long been a source of dlis- 
sension between the railroads and the ope- 
rators. The latter could not find a market 
for the waste at a price bringlng any fit re- 
turn. 

The briquette is perhaps the cheapest form 
of fuel known; it represents a wholesale 
economy, being evolved from coal cust and 
other waste of the mines. In the valley por- 
tions of Pennsylvania there are at present 
many million tons of coal dust lying idle. 
The idea of briquetting Is not a new one. 
As far back as 1837 inventors were taking 
out patents for “coal! briquettes."’ For va- 
rious reasons, these carly attempts proved 
unsatisfactory. 

The briquetting process as now in use 
consists in presing in molds some pul- 
veriged matter, held together by a ‘“‘binder’’ 
Such as bitumen, resin, or oil. 

Most of the new briquette manufactories 
are in Chicago and the West. company 
in Chicago, which has been manufacturing 
the bricks for severul months, and which 
turns out about 100 tons of them dally, has 


been encouraged by the increased demand 
to double its output. The manufacturers 


say that the Industry is destined to Intro- 
duce a new era in the fuel supply. The sale 
of briquettes in Europe is quoted as reach- 
ing something like 20,000,000 pounds a year. 
These figure ‘nclude the concentrated fuel 
consumed house-heating, tn manufac- 
tures, on the railroads, and even on ocean 
steamships. 

The Chicago makers claim that the bind- 
ing cement used in bringing the dust parti- 
cles 40 & compact mass is one of the chief 
boasts of the American briquette, and su- 
pefior to tite cement used abroad.

Dr. Smith has but reatatly returned from 
a journey of exploratidn in Central Africa. 
He came by way of ‘T.ondon, and in that 
city delivered before the Royal Geographical 
Society a lecture on his African discov- 
eries. For ten months he was in the heart 
of the continent, among savage and canni- 
bal tribes, and much of the ground covered 
by him was never visited before by white 
men. Dr. Smith will lecture on the sub- 
ject in this country. He began last Tuesday 
in Philadelphia, at the Academy of Natural 
Sciences. 

The Philadelphian, accompanied by one 
white companion and half a hundred na- 
tives, went from Berbera, on the Gulf of 
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Aden, to Lake Rudolf, and from there 
northward to the Nile river, crossing ter- 
ritory which heretofore had been practical- 
ly unexplored Much of it had never known 
the imprint of a white man’s shoe. The 
Smith party was in the jungle wtih the chil- 
dren of the leaving civilization far 
behind. It was like going into the dark- 
ness of midnight, for to those benighted 
sons of Ham none of the “sweetness and 
light’’ of the civilized world had penetrated

There were at an elevation of 5000 feet 
when, suddenly, on rounding a little prom- 
ontory, the caravan found Kkself perched 
on the edge of a precipice that sheared off 
almost perpendicularly down to a plain 1700 
feet below, and itself 3000 feet above the sea 
level. 

“The view was magnificent,”’ says Dr. 
Smith, “but it was appalling when I come to 
consider how my poor camels were to get 
beyond it. To my surprise, we found a 
winding path had been laboriously made by 
the natives for their donkeys, and, after a 
day's hard labor, we got it in fit enough 
condition to take the camels down empty.” 

Crossing this plain Dr. Smith discovered 
a specimen of a tiny gazelle, or ‘‘dig-dig,” 
which has proved to be new to science. 
He has presented it to the British Mu- 
seum., 

Other discoveries, which read like pages 
from Rider Haggard, followed quickly. On 
top of the Mountain Janissa, 5600 feet high, 
the party bagged two specimens of beauti- 
ful antelope not before known to exist near 
that territory, and two marches beyond 
they came to what, says Dr. Smith, “ap- 


a solid stone floor, and in the center a 
bubbling warm spring. The water was 
sparkling with carbonic acid gas, tasting 
like acidulated seltzer, and it was evidently 
the drinking place of many scores of ele- 
phants.”’ 

The journey was then uneventful until 
the River Nianam was crossed and the Mela 
district reached in December.’ “A remark- 
able change now occurred in the fauna,’ 
fays Dr. Smith. Not only did we find a 
different set of birds, but scarcely any of 
the mammalia that we had been accustomed 
to in this western Bection. The Soemerings 
and Boran gazelle had given way to a smai- 
ler variety without any longitudinal black 
stripe on its side, and which has proved 
to be new. The long-necked Waller's gazel- 
le was replaced by oribi and reed-buck. 
The birds were refresented by curious scar- 
let-breasted barbettes, by curious tiny fy- 
catchers and by more than a hifidred other 
species, all strikingly beautiful. Many troops 
of monkeys made the tall forest about the 
rivers and ponds ring with their chatter. 
The most beautiful of these, a large horse- 
tailed colobus, was found to be new.

I believe that it is 
not unlikely that they are a branch of the 
Dinkas, who, perhaps, being driven from the 
Sobat by the Neurs, put the desert between 


themselves and their versecutors The 
most outre of our fashionable young men 


can never aspire to the height of collar 
worn by some of the Magols. 
With a collar of beads,which showed thelr 


chins high in the air, their locks done 
up in a great chignon, composed principal- 
ly of clay, covered with ostrich feathera, 
they looked the very pink of gay deceivers. 
Many of the younger girls had rather at- 
tractive features and pretty figures. Their 
hair is shaved above the ears and cut fairly 
close on top of the head. 

After many hardships, from lack of water, 
the expedition early in February discovered 
a branch of the Magois called Katua, and 
found them to pe cow-worshipers. They 
eat cows with great ceremony, but will not 
sell them. 
more marches took us across a& 
broad valley to the west, and in a large 
forest, on Feb. 21, | shot a male and female 
spotted bush-buck, the only specimens ever 
secured. Another series of vicissitudes foi- 
lowed, and ‘on March 2 the party came to 
Lorkale, ‘where we met Amara, King of @ 
Sudanese tribe of great power, There was 
an exchange of compliments, and the party 
pushed on to. another village, where we 
were called up by ‘“‘a lady chieftain’’ named 
Kari, who was clad in the same manner only 
as Gunga Din, although she behaved with 
great dignity 

The first English post, Fort Berkeley on 
the Nile, was reached on March HM, and here 
a month was spent waiting for a steamer 
via Omdurman.

PERU BEFORE THE INCAS 


Explorations Made by the University of Califor- 
nia Develop Many New and Interesting 
Facts Concerning the Land Con- 
‘quered by Pizzaro.

AN interesting report of the progress 
of the University of California's ex- 
ploration for ‘relics of the people 

who were the predecessors of the Incas in 
South and Central America was given by 
President Benjamin Ide Wheeler at the 
meeting on Friday of the Archeological In- 
stitute of America. Mrs. Phebe A. Hearst 
has supplied funds to continue the explo- 
ration for five years. This is President 
Wheeler's account of the work already

R. MAX USLE is now at work in the 
Valley of Chincha, tn the interior of 
Peru. His object is to collect ma- 
terial, illustrative of the civilization of the 
period of the Incas, and of the older culture 
which flourished in various parts of Peru 
before the days of the Incasic Empire. 
Last March he disembarked at Trujillo, 
@ Peruvian seaport, some 600 miles north of 
Lima, and at once started for a region on 
the western slope of the eastern Cordilleras 
of the Andes, near the headquarters of the 
great River Maranon, which has long been 
known as the former seat of an ancient civ- 
fligation.

It is evident that the in- 
habitants were acquainted with the art of 
working stone by fire. They understood al- 
so the carving and polishing of stone 
though examples of this work are uncom- 
mon. Dr. Uhle has found certain archi- 
tectural stones bearing interesting orna- 
mentation in bold relief. 

Dr. Uhle opened a number of tombs on 
Marca-Huamachuco, but with the exception 
of human remains little was found, save a 
few needles of copper and small fragments 
of ancient, painted earthenware. The 
tombs were generally of three kinds—tombs 
at the.foot of shelving rocks, tombs in 
square or round burial places, enclosed by | 
stones upon the plain, and tombs in the in- | 
terior of house walls. These latter were | 
curious, as the face of the walls did not | 
show any sign of what was concealed with. | 
in. They were mostly found by opening 
the wall three or four feet above the 
ground, 

Hard by the well on the Cerro Amaru 
was found a _ sculptured stone a little 
weather-worn, but showing clearly that it 
was meant to represent the head of a wild 
beast, with feet and tusk, eyes and nose. 
This head, said the Indians, and three oth- 
ers like it which once existed there, were 
“the guards” of the three wells. Dr. Uhle 
believes that the head antedates the Em- 
pire of the Incas, and that it is a survival 
of one of the oldest periods of P eruvian civ- 
ilization. His theory ts that Marca- Huam- 
achuco flourished long after the period 
which gave rise to the monuments of Tiah- 
uamaco, and that its prosperity waned with 
the beginning of the Inca period. There is 
nearly an absolute want of objects of the 
Inca period among the remains found upon 
the hill. The tradition preserved by Gar- 
cliaso is that a powerful Indian Prince, S0V- 
ereign of many tribes in this district, ruled 
at Marca-Huamachuco when the Incas ex- 
tended thelr sway over the province, and 
that he was received as a vassal of the Em- 
pire. 

Dr. Uhle spent some time in the ancient 
town of Vivacochapampa. There is evi- 
dence to show that Vivacochapampa be- 
longs to @ different period. Instead of be- 
ing located on a hill the ruins are spread 
out on an open plain at the foot of a domil- 
nating range of hills, & marked contrast 
to the ruins already described. The dis- 
position of the buildings is of singular reg- 
ularity. Apparently it was formed by ®& 
single mind. The town is in the shape of 
two regular squares, separated by an 18- 
foot road, still used by the modern Inhab- 
itants. Close at hand arw the ancient quar- 
ries which furnished the stone for the 
town. The eastern square of the old tow”? 
ig some 1700 feet long, ami 1300 feet wide- 
The western square is only about 600 feet 
long. The angles of these two great 
squares are surprisingly regular, in no in- 
stance varying more than .62 of a degre? 
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from a right angle. The inner disposition 
of the town shows a similar regularity. 
The inner space of the square is distrib- 
uted in similar squares quite as regular as 
the large outer ones; the inner ones were 
separated by walls and these distributed 
into parcels of land. Some of these par- 
cels of land are occupied by edifices but 
many have never been built over. 

In the middle of the town is a great 
square, evidently left free as a plaza, around 
which the principal edifices of the town 
were to be constructed. 

The houses of Vivacochapampa possess 
several floors. The dominating type is a 
gallery-like house, enclosing an open court 
cn three sides, with the fourth side open 
The faces of the walls of the upper floors 
receded sometimes a little toward the inte- 
rior, but rows of projecting stones serve to 
support the poles of the upper floors. 

Near Huamachuco Dr. Uhle found a small 
Pillar-like stone from Urpi, bearing two 
rude faces. It dates from a very ancient 
period. At Ucros he found a stone head 
with carved features, supposed to be of the 
Incasic period. At Baranchique he obtained 
two sculptured stone heads, which he be- 
lieves to have been made at least a thousand 
years ago. Thus, the collection of sculp- 
tured stones contains samples of antiquities 
of four periods of ancient Peruvian history. 

Thus far in his work in the Valley of Chin- 
cha, Uhle has found no traces of any civill- 
zation earlier than the later pre-incasic 
period of the coast valleys. —

It would be a humiliating shame if this 
were exactly true. Of course, nobody

They 
do not get most advertising—do not seek it. 

But to be considered rich is the creed of 
the new dollar element, never losing an op- 
portunity to make themselves conspicuous 
by displays which represént one’s money. 
So much so that those not familiar with 
the inward movements of our good society 
might easily imagine that this element con- 
stitutes our society, instead of being the 
servile pretenders they really are. 

This is probably more noticeable in New 
York than in any other of our larger cities 
because, of recent years, a dozen or more 
families of this type from the West and 
Pacific Slope have been knocking hard for 
admission at the gates of New York and 
Newport society.

Conspicuous, dressed without sense or pur-

who only notices the wild coloring, not the 
composite quality of the post, and that, 
generally, with ridicule, not admiration.

Again, what respect can the thinking 
public have for the wanton waste that 
buys for fabulous sums boxes at the horse 
show for people who could not distinguish 
a car horse from a throughbred—in fact, 
do not look at the horses when they 0 
there? 

Or the equally ridiculous extravagance 
of society aspirants renting boxes at the 
Grand Opera House, who have no know!l- 
edge or taste for music—who would not 
know a fugue from a waltz?

Curry not only claims to be able to read 


the hieroglyphics left by the prehistoric 
races of this continent and of other cont 
nents, some sunken in salt seas, but he 
Claims that civilization began near St 
Louls and that the British Isies were orig- 
inally settled by arace of vigorous adven- 
turers hailing from the region now peopled 
by sturdy Missouri and Illinois farmers, 
who center about the Loulsiana Purchase 
World's Fair city. And Dr. Curry backs up 
his beliefs by published writings which are 
attracting attention. 

Already, with infinite labor and patience, 
he has published a book preliminary to his 
forthcoming ‘‘Prehistoric Races of America 
and Other Lands.’ This book is called ‘‘The 
Nodin, Romance, History and Science of 
the Prehistoric Races of America and Other 
Lands,” and it is a cloth-bound volume of 
640 pages, set up, printed and bound by the 
author and members of his family, on their 
farm near the little postoffice hamlet of 
Christy, in southwest Missouri. 

Two years ago, at 64 years of age, Dr. 
Curry never had seen a case of type. The 
closing day of 1899 found his book com- 
pleted and ready for the market. In that 
yeur he and his son and daughters had 
learned to set type, to work the Washing- 
ton handcpress, to engrave hieroglyphic rec- 
ords on stones which they polished, to 
stereotype page forms, and to bind books. 

Altogether, as to the character of fs con- 
tents and the manner of its manufacture, 
“The Nodin”’ probably is the most remark- 
able book ever published, and it is not at 
all improbable that ere the close of this 
twentieth century a ‘‘first edition’’ copy will 
command a price that will cause the shades 
of Shelley and Byron to lament that they 
were poets instead of printers. 

Dr. Curry was born on the north shore of 
I.ake Superior, where very early he became 
identified with the Ojibwa tribe of Indians. 
For many years he lived with them, learned 
their language, heard their legends and was 


a part of the wild, free life of the red man. 
A man of education, he studied the In- 
dians from the standpoint of a scholar. He 
heard them chanting weird songs.

AO PAULO Its called the “Yankee City 

S of Brazil."”” It is a surprise to the 

traveling American to find among the 

mountains of southern Brazil a town s80 

thriving and so full of local push and ac- 

tivity as to suggest naturally an American 
character. 

The place has grown in an astonishing 
way. The population in 1872 was 20,000. It 
is now given on the best authority as fully 
240,000, and it is growing more rapidly than 
ever before. The causes of this develop- 
ment would make a very Interesting study, 
but it is one rather too intricate for casual 
treatment. No doubt the improvement of 
the port of Santos, with a modern system 
of docks, and the building and improvement 
railway, from Santos to Sao Paulo and up 
through the fertile coffee and agricultural 
district to the northwest, together with the 
indigenous advantages of climate and re- 
sources, is sufficient to account for a de- 
velopment that to the untformed stranger 
might otherwise seem phenomenal. 


Situated some fifty miles from the east- 
ern coast of Brazil, on the mountainous 
plateau that skirts the ertire seaboard of 
this section, at an elevation of 2200 feet, the 
surrounding region has one of the finest cll- 
mates In the world. The summer heat Is 
rarely Intense, and severe frost is equally 
rare in winter. North, west and south lie 
regions of vast natural agricultural wealth, 
as yet but meagerly cultivated, although 
two or three Staples have been the source 
of fortunes for generations. 

The title of “Yankee City” has no par- 
ticular reference to a New England origin 
of the business activity of the city, but 
rather to its Push and ent rprise in a gen- 
eral sense. In fact, the natives of Britain, 
whether of Scotch, English, Irish or (olo- 
nial extraction, have with characteristic 
shrewdness selected this location the 
seat of future commercial power. The gen- 
uine Yankee element ts present, however, 
and if in small force ts usually, as should 
be the case, reaching for large and gen- 
eral results In a cosmopolitan way. 


Brazil has no coal. a deficiency that char- 
acterizes South America generally, 
Chillan mines furnishing a 
as to be used only under 
necessity.

many steamboats at.St. Louis. He 
is 6S years of age, and has been a 
riverman at St. Louis since ife built 
the Thomas Parker and Cricket, the tugs 
Archie Parker, Alice Parker, Viola Par- 
ker and Parker, all well-known at the St. 
Louis levee. But the Captain has never 
before built a boat like the Thomas Parker 
No, 2, Whi h he ts building at the foot of 
Bremen avenue and will be launched the 
first of March.

What the New Cup Defender 
Is Desgined for and How It 
Is Being Built at the Bristol 


Yards.

OR the fourth time Bristol is building 
. a cup defender; and no one in tne 
little old town doubts that it will be 

a successful one. 

The first thing thought of by the inter- 
ested parties is the building of a cup de- 
fender. 

Once a model is accepted by the owners 
or backers of the new cup racer, the next 
important movement is deciding upon the 
material. Not many years ago racing 
yachts were bullt of wood entirely. The de- 
parture from dll-wood boats was to con- 
posite crafts—wooden planking and steel 
frames. Then construction became of all 
metal. This was the style in building Vig!i- 
lant, ‘93, Defender, ‘9%, and Columbia, ‘'99— 
successful in holding the cup from being 
“lifted.”’ 

Ballast is an essential factor in large cup 
Gefenders. it is placed on the lowest pos- 
sible part of the keel and outside. Defender 
and Columbia, keel boats, were ballasted in 
this manner. It is rulable to give center- 
board racing craft a wider beam than is 
given racers of the keel type of a 9-foot wi- 
terline length, and not so much outside 
ballast is required. The cup detender of 18¥% 
—~Vigilant—was of the centerboard type, and 
proved to be a speedy craft, but In 189% the 
keel racing*machine Defender, which van- 
quished Valkyrie III, in 189 outsailed her 
with comparative ease. Yet that boat was 
turned down by the Columbia, another keel 
boat, just previous to her races with Sham- 
rock I, in 1899. 

These points are indicative of the speed 
limit in large yachts as far from being 
reached. The curves of the hull are im- 
proved, displacement lessened and weight 
aloft reduced by hollow steel spars and oth- 
er light gear. 

In the construction of a cup defender sev- 
eral sets are made for each part of the hull 
and spars. The “blue prints” of the details 
are placed in charge of mechanics as the 
work advances. About the first stages of the 
job is the “laying-down"’ process, a system 
of proving the correctness of measure- 
ments by battening out on the floor of the 
boat shop the lines.as enlarged from the 
plans.

We have greater expectauons for thw 
new bont, We have carefully studied the 
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keel mold was set on top of a spe fally male 
cradle, used on a marine railway later for 
launching. It is newessary to shore up the 
flask on the outside with heavy planks to 
prevent the lead from leaking out. These 
shores have to be supplemented by tons of 
earth banked up around them. 

The hot lead is poured into the mold as 
follows: From retorts composed of brick 
furnaces and built high enough to elevate 
the lead Kettle so that there will bea pitch 
from retort to mold. The conductors are V- 
shaped wooden spouts. Much watchfulness 
is required to prevent explosions as the hot 
lead pours into the flask. As the lead cools, 
cracks and crevices appear. These are filled 
up by workmen standing by with ladies of 
hot lead. 

The casting of the keel usually takes sev- 
en or eight hours. When the keel was being 
cast for the Columbia the fire was too hot 
under one of the furnaces, and the job had 
to be postponed four days for repairs. 

The flasks range in length on top from 26 
feet to 34 feet, and are several feet shorter 
on the bottom. The width varies. does 
the depth. 

The wooden molds are removed three or 
four days after the casting. The lead kee] is 
then almost cold, and as smooth as a gun 
barrel. It is necessary to have the flask 
level. When the keel is finished it is 
“jacked” up at the forward end, 
give a good pitch to the water.

ENTENARIANS of the present year 


have one curious distinction. The 


majority of them have lived in three 


centuries. If there is wisdom in years, 


their hoary heads should be wise indeed. 


As a matter of fact, however, the men and 


women who live the longest are not always 
the wisest. In general, those who achieve 
the ripest number of ‘years are those 
who are the simplest constituted and who 
have led the most uneventful lives. High 
pressure, continued mental or physical 
strain, the exercise of nervous force,the gift 
of imagination—all these things tend to 
shorten life. 

Longevity sometimes secms hereditary, 
but there are frequent instances which con- 
tradict this theory as a theory. 

People who live on sandy soil have rather 
@ better chance of long life than the men 
of the limestone cliffs or clay bottoms. 

Ordinarily a man must live something of 
@ vegetable existence In order to pass ithe 
century mark. 

He must have no nerves, a placid con- 
acience and a love of fun. He should bea 
light eater; it €eems to make less difference 
about what or how much he drinks. 

This may be verified by studying the list 
of twelve centenarians that the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch publishes today: 

MRS. MARY SPITZNER, of Pittsburgh, 
for instance, has led the placid existence 
of a dutiful housewife.

UVICIDE 1s untversal. 
S In a few cases it is deliberate. In 
most it is unconscious, involuntary. 
Dally there die thousands, hundreds of 
thousands, of men who are entitled to ten, 
twenty, thirty more years of life. 

For the loss of it they have only them- 
selves to blame. They are the agents of 
their own destruction. 

These starements are not taken from rec- 
ords or statistics. They summarize my the- 
ory in regard to the shortness of human 
life. 

Suppose that the first man who reads this 
resents the suggestion that he is likely to 
kill himself and determines to get the most 
out of every spark of vital energy with 
which nature has equipped him. 

His first move in that case should be, 
reject the fear of death, It is the fear of 
Geath that kills. 

But not many persons will admit that 
they fear it. They may mock at it, on the 
contrary, with brave gayety. They may 
adopt the religious attitude and welcome 
it as the gate to another world. Or they 
may swear that death never enters their 
thoughts—that they are absorbed with life. 

But the fear of death Is a subtle and per- 
sistent thing. 

It steals into the mind in childhood, some- 
times in infancy. There it lingers and 
grows. As life becomes fuller and the 
love of it stronger, blacker and more awe- 
some grows that shadowy fear of death. 
There are millions of suggestions for the 
formless monster to feed upon. Finally it 
gains complete control of the brain. And 
then the situation is hopeless, for the only 
thing that can crush and kill the fear of 
death is death itself. 

Consider this theory of the cause of 
death. 

It is based on the marvelous force, al- 
ready abundantly proved, of “suggestion.” 

Few men achieve 80 years of life. As for 
centenarians, they are pointed out and mar- 
veled at as exceptional phenomena; while 
if you hear of a human being who 
passed the century mark you are disposed 
to question his accuracy or that of the rec- 
ords. 

All this represents a false view of the du- 
ration of life. The legends of all early peo- 
ples are filled with accounts of men who 
lived to what ecems to us an extraordinary 
age. And there are even more recent ex- 
amples which may be backed up by names 
and dates. 

There are the cases of those two cheer- 
ful old gentlemen, Thomas Parr and Henry 
Jenkins, whom Haller tells of having died

If you doubt the force of suggestion 
consider this curious fact: 

Numberless persons, either in the in- 
terest of science or from a love of no- 
toriety, have proved that the human being 
may subsist without nourishment for ten 
or tWelve days. This sort of thing may be 
uncomfortable, even injurious, but it is dis- 
tinctly not fatal. 

How does it happen, then, that we re- 
peatedly hear of cases of starvation after 
a privation of food for two or three days?

tion steps in. Where starvation is self-im- 
posed the victim has no o fear of death. 
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Where starvation is inevitable, the fear of 
death is overwhelming. Then death oc- 
curs. 

On a battlefield similar wounds affect 
vanquished soldiers far more seriously than 
the victorious. The loss of hope and cour- 
age diminishes the vital force. 

The man who discovers that there is an 
error in the record of his birth—that he Is 
younger than he believed himself—regains 
immediately the strength appropriate to 
his age. 

Often you hear of a man dying on a cer- 
tain date without any actual malady sim- 
ply because he or some one else predicted 
such a catastrophe. Wherefore it follows, 
plausibly enough, that if you could make 
men believe they were entitled to 100 years 
you wvuld not find many dying at 50. 

If you wish to grow old don’t trouble to 
seek the elixir of youth. 

It will suffice if you cast out the fear 
of death.

cf America has of late years been a 

fruitful topic of discussion. Well pro- 
vided as the public has been with statistics 
to the condition of those once favored 
countries, no one who has not seen with 
his eyes the present state of affairs can 
fully realize the change. In a land where 
nature is so prodigal that almost the casual 
thrusting of a branch Into the earth insures 
a tree, desolation and poverty are every- 
where found. The reason is plain enough; 
lt is only the remedy that has remained a 
problem. The products of the tropics are 
fruits, and the exportation of these involves 
a greater risk and a larger Knowledge of 
the subject than has been at the command 
of these countries. On every side there is a 
waste of food fairly maddening to the stu- 
dent of economics; but how to utilize this 
euperabundance, how to vonvey it in prop- 
er shape to the millions who win only a bare 
sustenance from overworked soils in other 
the great and hitherto un- 
solved problem. 

The eolution now suggested is one which 
has the sanction of Australia, and this 
means more than appears on the surface. 
Whether it be because Australla has fewer 
lives to care for and finds them more pre- 
or because the authorities have less 
cannot be now debated; but the fact 
that Australlans are not permitted to 
poison themseives with adulterated food, as 
is the glorious privilege of free citizens in 
this country. The government watches with 
a never sleeping eye the food which sup- 
plies the tables of the people. When, there- 
fore, the Australian government indorses a 
process and gives it medals galore, it means 
that science has set her sea! on it. The sy4-

Young Rockefeller smiles familiarly to 
his expectant class and takes a seat at a 
small table at the bottom of the tier of 
pews which run lengthwise across the gal- 
lery.

He talks with his eyes cast down upon 
his notes. His address is not easy. His 
words do not come readily.

But he is listened to with rapt attention.

In speaking he seldom changes 
his position, his hands being always clasped 
on the table in front of him. 


On the day on which the Sunday Post- 
Dispatch correspondent joined Mr. Rocke- 
feller’s Bible class for young men, the 
topic of discourse was: ‘‘Daniel, the Proph- 
et.’’ Of the interesting and exciting episodes 
in the life of Daniel, young Rockefeller 
centered his attention on Belshazzar’s fa- 
mous orgy. He said: 


“When Dantel was called to Interpret the 
handwriting on the wall, he told the king 
that one of the fateful words meant that 
the king had been weighed in the balance 
and found wanting. Those are terrible 
words to him, my friends, and I trust that, 
when it shall be our lot to stand before the 
Great White Throne, we shall not be told 
‘we have been welghed in that awful bal- 
ance and found wanting.’ 

“The reading of this Belshazzar lesson 
has always inspired me with solemn 
thoughts. I have often asked myself wheth- 
er I would be found wanting fn the bal- 
ance when the time came to weigh me. 

“Try, my friends, to find wherein the 
scales in your own Case are light. I ask. 
myself again and again what it is in me 
that is wanting? What faults of mine 
would disturb the balance of the scales? 
Would I be wanting in truthfulness—in sin- 
cerity—in justness and helpfulness to my 
fellow creatures? Would I be lacking in 
kindness, in usefulness, tn love of God, and 
zeal in advancing his work? 

“When it comes to our day of judgment, 
may these terrible words, ‘thou hast been 
weighed in the balance and found want- 
ing’—never be said to any of those pres- 
ent.’
